Student Group Causes 

University Collage Residence 

To Lose Funding

On Wednesday, November 7/ 
01 the students of University Collage 
Residence were invited to a building 
meeting where UC council. Director 
of Services Romeo Bertoli, Resi- 
dence Manager Paulette Lafortune 
and Residence Life Coordinator 
Joseph McGibbon. The purpose of 
this meeting was to discuss the re- 
percussions of the events that hap- 
pened at UC's Halloween party at the 
Falcon on Friday, October 26/01 . A 
tradition known only as the 10 and 
the 1 1 has occurred for many years. 
It is also a u^adition that the residence 
office has been attempting to stop for 
the past five years. It occurred once 
again and this meeting was an infor- 
mation session held to address any 
questions and concerns from the stu- 
dents regarding the consequences. 
The consequences in this situation 
being that any extra funding that the 
residence office would have placed 
towards any events or activities will 
not be the case. This extra funding 
has been halted. 

Many different questions 
where asked of Paulette and Romeo 
and both answered as best as they 
could. For those of you that where 
not able to attend this meeting the 
following questions where most 
prominent on the student's minds: 

What exactly is the funding that is 
being withheld? 

The funding that is being 
withheld can best be described as 
extra funding that the residence of- 
fice would normally donate in order 
to help pay for any special activities. 
This money comes from such places 
as the summer activities that the 
building houses and from the stu- 
dents' residence fees (rent). This 




funding is NOT being taken away 
from the building. It is being put into 
the building in different ways (re- 
pairs, etc.). 

The funding that is being 
withheld should not be confused with 
the $50 council fee that everyone 
pays. This money is still in tact and 
UC Council still has full access to 
this money. 

Why does the Residence Office 
want to stop the tradition? 

The University and the Resi- 
dence Office both get phone calls 
every year from parents that are an- 
gry, upset, scared and overall con- 
cerned for the welfare of their sons 
and daughters that reside in the build- 
ing. The Residence Office can no 
longer defend the actions of this 
group because they have no evidence 
to suggest what really goes on or to 
who exactly is involved. 

Why does the entire building get 
punished for the actions of a small 
group of undisclosed students? 

The Residence Office has 
been asking for five years for this tra- 
dition to stop. It hasn't and because 
this is a University Collage Resi- 
dence tra,dition that involves Univer- 
sity Collage Residence students, it is 
only natural that University Collage 
Residence students take responsibili- 
ties for what occurs. It isn't the Resi- 
dence Office that is costing the stu- 
dents their extra funding; it is the 
group of people that are involved that 
are to blame. 

Why haven't the people that par- 
ticipate in these group activities 
been pulled aside from everyone 
else in order to face the conse- 
quences for their actions? 



Unfortunately the Residence 
Office only has a strong idea of 
which students are involved. There 
is no way to prove 100% that these 
students are involved. Despite the 
best courses of actions nothing con- 
crete has been turned up in any in- 
vestigations. 

At this meeting UC Council 
president Andrew Noakowski ex- 
plained that the funding that has been 
withheld makes up a strong portion 
that is put towards male and female 
hockey in UC. Without this money 
both hockey seasons are canceled. If 
the events of October 26/01 keep 
reoccurring year after year then this 
funding will also be withheld year 
after year. 

UC Sports Representative 
Christopher Baker also explained the 
situation of the male and female 
hockey league as of present time. 
The Residence Office pays half of 
the costs of hockey. In order to keep 
the male season going that money 
must be raised. The guys have been 
asked to pay $30 more each in order 
to cover the costs. 

UC Council is hoping to raise 
enough money to cover both hockey 
seasons and to refund the students 
part ofthis extra $30. So far two coat 
checks have been scheduled at the 
Pub DownUnder, March 1 st and 2nd 
and the council is also looking to 
schedule coat checks at the Grand. 
Any extra money that the council 
comes into or that is above and be- 
yond what they hope to make will 
go directly into the hockey fund. If 
anyone has any fund raising ideas 
please see your council representa- 
tives as soon as possible. 



Laurentian University to Celebrate 

Official Launch of New Commerce and 

Computer Science Program

On Tuesday, November 20, 
Laurentian University will launch the 
recently approved Honours Bachelor 
of Commerce and Computer Science 
(HBCCS) Program. The launch, 
which will bring together community 
leaders, secondary school officials, 
as well as University students, fac- 
ulty and staff, will begin at 3 p.m., 
in room C309 of the Classroom 
Building. It will be followed by a 
reception in the Brenda Wallace 
Reading Room located in the J.N. 
Desmarais Library, from 3:30 to 5 
p.m. 

This launch will enable mem- 
bers of the Greater Sudbury commu- 
nity to obtain information on this 
new four-year program and meet 
some of its faculty members. The 
HBCCS program places Laurentian 
University ahead of the competition 



by providing students with training 
and expertise in both business and 
computer science within a four year 
period. 

This focussed curriculum will 
provide students with project man- 
agement tools as well as the exper- 
tise required to implement a compre- 
hensive e-business strategy that will 
integrate information technology 
applications. Students will also be 
taught e-business applications, op- 
eration and process analysis, enter- 
prise application software, web data 
management, and applied networks. 
In addition, students will also learn 
management fundamentals of mar- 
keting, human resource manage- 
ment, finance, operations, manage- 
ment accounting, and policy strategy. 

This curriculum will position 
Laurentian graduates in the growing 
e-business software development 
and application segment of the Ca- 



nadian and world economy. By pro- 
viding computer programmers with 
management skills, their career 
growth opportunities will be en- 
hanced. 

The HBCCS program is 
"raising the bar" by requiring stu- 
dents to have a minimum 80% On- 
tario Academic Courses (OAC) en- 
trance average. Doing so will set a 
standard for academic excellence. It 
also signals a commitment to the 
demanding structure of both the 
School of Commerce and Adminis- 
tration and the Department of Math- 
ematics and Computer Science. 

In light of its demanding aca- 
demic standards, the HBCCS pro- 
gram is actively promoting 
Laurentian University's Entrance 
Scholarships, which offers scholar- 
ships varying from $ 1 ,000 to $3,000 
to students with a minimum 80% 
average on their six best OACs.

The Bachelor of Arts in Com- 
munication Studies is a four-year pro- 
gram that draws on the faculty, fa- 
cilities, and talents of Cambrian Col- 
lege, Laurentian University, and 
Huntington (a federated university of 
Laurentian University), and that pro- 
vides a broad introduction to the 
communications field, along with a 
focused core of professional forma- 
tion. Students may pursue the degree 
either through Laurentian/Hunting- 
ton's Bachelor of Arts program or 
through one of the following 
Cambrian programs - Public Rela- 
tions, Advertising or Journalism. 

Graduates of Cambrian's 
three-year Public Relations program 
will be able to complete the B.A. in 
Communication Studies in one addi- 
tional year. Cambrian's two-year 
Journalism and Advertising programs 
will be able to complete their B.A. 
in two years. 



Laurentian University stu- 
dents will take the first three years 
of the program at Laurentian and the 
fourth at Cambrian. The fourth year 
offers specialization through one of 
three Cambrian College post di- 
ploma programs - Public Relations, 
Advertising or Journalism. 
Laurentian University students must 
successfully complete Cambrian's 
Introduction to Applied Communi- 
cation course during the third year 
of the B.A. program in order to pur- 
sue the post diploma component of 
the B.A. in Communication Studies. 

"This is a perfect example of 
how education is adjusting to ac- 
knowledge the strengths of colleges 
and universities and the benefits that 
collaboration can bring to our stu- 
dents," said Cambrian President 
Frank Marsh. "In the past 1 months, 
Laurentian and Cambrian have intro- 
duced three degree programs that 
combine the theory provided by the 
University and the practical experi- 
ence provided by the College, They 
are: a Bachelor of Science in Nurs- 
ing, a Bachelor of Fine Arts 
(Interarts), and a Bachelor of Com- 
munication Studies.

Is anyone else thinking 
about the SGA elections yet? Prob- 
ably not.

The problem is students don't seem 
to be informed enough about, or 
interested enough, to care about the 
elections for their own student 
council.

This editorial is a call to all 
students who have any type of in- 
terest in how their student associa- 
tion is, and will be run in the fu- 
ture. For the last few years many 
of, if not all the positiqns within the 
SGA have been acclaimed. This 
means that only one person ran for 
the position, and through a stroke 
of luck they get the position with- 
out having to get the support of the 
students. How retarded is that? 

Just think about it. If just one 
more student was nominated for 
any of the positions within the SGA, 
we would have actually had an elec- 
tion, and we would have had choice. 
For years students have filled posi-

I have looked through thou- 
sands of old issues of Lambda and I 
have seen hundreds of ads for stu- 
dents running for SGA position. The 
best was a guy, naked on a toilet, with 
the words 'Vote foi Tim' written on 
his ass in what was hopefully marker 
or lipstick. Sure, they guy was 



strange, but he probably got a lot of 
students interested in voting with that 
strange, but interesting ad. Hell, there 
used to be down and out fights over 
SGA positions and almost all the 
time the best man or woman won. 
Students fought to get the campus' 
attention and in doing so they got 
students out to debates, rallies and 
to the ballot boxes on election day.

Our 
SGA Executive make a pretty good 
wage for what they do... especially 
compared to what I make here at the 
paper. You get paid, you get rent (or 
a spot in rez), you get to make deci- 
sions that will affect the student body 
as a whole and you get a really cool 
office with a fresh new Macintosh 
computer (I knew there was a down- 



fall) to play on MSN messenger all 
day. Oh yeah... and your position 
could actually make a difference 
here at the school for the students. 
Start to think about it now. 
Why not get involved with the SGA 
and actually consider running for a 
major position next semester. I hope 
that the current or any former SGA 
executive members don't feel like 
I am belittling their positions here, 
but I really want to see student in- 
volvement here on campus and I 
don't want to see a scramble to fill 
positions that students should be 
fighting tooth and nail for each year. 
Students need to seriously consider 
stepping up and making a difference 
in the school that they attend.

The Laurentian Lady Vees 
basketball team opened the 2001- 
2002 regular season campaign on 
November 9th by defeating the Uni- 
versity of Guelph Gryphons. 

■ The game was a close one 
throughout the first half, but 
Laurentian would prove to be an 
overpowering force in the second 
half, winning the game by an amaz- 
ing score of 65-37. What made this 
win even sweater is that with Guelph 
opening the season with a loss, they 
have already matched their total 
losses for all of last season. Guelph 
won the OUA West division regular 
season crown with a 20- 1 record. The 
Lady Vees have already shown the 
Gryphons that they be the defending 
champs, but they are not going to 
coast through this season. 

Things did look promising in 
the early going of the game for the 
visitors as they took a 9-2 lead in the 
opening five minutes. The Gryphons 
took advantage of the Lady Vees' 
poor shooting and defended their 
own end of the court effectively. 
Guelph shot well as it took the Lady 



Vees a few minutes to settle down 
defensively. 

The Lady Vees came back 
and were leading at the break by a 
score of 27- 1 9. A three point shot by 
Clare Beatty in the opening minute 
of the second half extended 
Laurentian's lead to 11, a deficit 
from which Guelph could not re- 
cover as the home town team went 
on to destroy them by 28 points. 

Lady Vees' head coach John 
Campbell was pleased with the vic- 
tory signaling out the strong defen- 
sive play by the entire club in the 
second half. They contained 
Guelph 's scoring opportunities from 
the perimeter and did not allow the 
Gryphons to threaten the lead. 

Capping off an amazing 
opening weekend in Sudbury for the 
Lady Vees, the team went on the next 
day to defeat the Brock University 
Badgers 76-64. good discipline and 
great shooting in the opening twenty 
minutes of the game set the tone as 
the home side jumped out to an early 
lead. 

Laurentian's effective defen- 
sive play limited Brock's scoring 
chances and had them going into the 



break leading by 47-26. the game ap- 
peared to be out of reach for the visi- 
tors, but a valiant comeback attempt 
throughout the second half proved to 
be a tough challenge for the Lady 
Vees. 

The Badgers cut the once 21 
point deficit to just 7 with six min- 
utes to play, led by strong shooting 
from fourth year guard Genille 
Clifford. Laurentian's good defensive 
effort would continue in the late go- 
ing, holding off the Badgers and win- 
ning the game by twelve points. 
Great shooting performances from 
Cara Dodsley, Clare Beatty and 
Tiemey Hoo led the way for the Lady 
Vees. They contributed 24, 21 and 17 
points respectively. 

Head coach John Campbell 
was pleased with the scoring output 
from his starters, along with the fine 
defensive play all around, however, 
he did express concern over the fact 
that Brock was able to climb back 
into the game and make things inter- 
esting for the Lady Vees. He praised 
Brock's transition game in the sec- 
ond half, and their ability to pick 
themselves up in the late going.

the Voyageurs got off to a 
quick start, led by third year guard 
Jim Jefferson who had 12 of his 18 
points in the first half. Strong defen- 
sive play by the home side had 
Laurentian leading 34-24 at the break. 

Guelph was plagued by poor 
free throw shooting throughout the 
game, certainly hurting their chances 
to mount a comeback in the second 
half, the Gryphons were led in scor- 
ing by third year forward Michael 
Ayanbadejo, who had 17 points in the 
contest, voyageur Jermaine Pendley 



led all scorers with 24 on he evening.

Voyageurs head coach Virgil 
Hill praised Guelph for coming in 
well prepared, and forcing the home 
side to make many adjustments. 

The next evening the 
Voyageurs Men's Basketball team 
claimed their second win of the sea- 
son defeating the Brock Badgers by 
a score of 74-65. 

The Voyageurs started the 
game out strong with a score of 27- 
1 1 at the ten minute mark. Lead by 
the trio of Dwayne Burton, Leon 
Sutton and Jim Jefferson, who net- 
ted 1 5, 1 and 1 points respectively, 
the half ended with a 42-34 lead for 
the Voyageurs. 



The second half of the game 
saw Brock attempting to creep back, 
however with the scoring power of 
Burton and Sutton, the Voyageurs held 
them off till die very end. Sutton was 
the top scorer for Laurentian with 22 
points and Burton was close behind 
with 21 points.

The Sest 
athletes in the world flock to the USA 
in order to get an education because 
the US can afford to pay the big 
money athletes seek at both profes- 
sional and college levels. : 

The NHL is still made up of 
60% Canadian players. Most play- 
ers in the league are paid in Ameri- 
can funds. Canadian teams have to 
match salaries in American funds just 
to keep up. We all know that the 



Canadian dollar is worth peanuts in 
US currency so that leaves Canadian 
teams paying almost twice as much 
in Canadian dollars, just to keep up. 
This is the main reason why Canada 
has lost a few big league teams in 
sport such as The Winnipeg Jets, The 
Quebec Nordics and just this year 
The Vancouver Grizzlies franchise 
was moved to an American city as 
well. Other Canadian teams that 
have been rumored to be possibly 
sold to the states are The Calgary 
Flames, The Edmonton Oilers and 
even the Montreal Canadians. The 
Montreal Expos are facing money 
problems as well. It may be just a 
matter of time before there are no 
major sports in Canada at all. The 
only team in Canada that seems to 
be very secure is the Toronto Maple 
Leafs because the Air Canada Center 
is sold out almost every home game 
but there may come a time when even 
the Leafs can't afford to stay in 
Canada. I personally hope that day 
never comes. 

Does this mean that Canadian 
Universities should put more money 
into sports and offer scholarships? It 
would b.e nice to have more top ath- 
letes in Canada to allow Canadian 
athletics to be played at a higher level 
there is no doubt about that. Some 
students are not very academically 
inclined and their only way of afford- 
ing a post secondary school educa- 
tion is through scholarships. I for one 
would like to see this happen. This 
does not solve the problem of Canada 
losing professional sports teams. The 
problem I see with offering a student 
a full scholarship for athletics leaves 
the opportunity for these athletes to 
move on to the higher ranks in sports 
wanting more money.

This would mean that 
no player could be paid more than a 
set amount of money leaving Cana- 
dian teams to be able to afford to keep 
their teams. The Canadian Govern- 
ment has already said they would not 
provide assistance to Canadian teams 
so money has to come from some- 
where. Other than a salary cap, the 
only other possible solution I can 
think of is to take all the Canadian 
teams and make their own separate 
league just as the CFL is different 
from the NFL. Canadian players 
would probably still go to the States 
to play in the league out of the States 
but at least we could have more Ca- 
nadian teams. If only there could be 
one true athlete that would come into 
a major league sport and play for the 
love of the game and not care about 
the almighty dollar. This of course 
will never happen but it would be 
such a refreshing change to the sport 
world of money hungry athletes of 
today. Sure there are players out 
there that play their hearts out every 
game because they love what they do, 
but these are the same players that 
will hold out on contract disputes for 
more money. There is probably no 
solution that will completely solve 
this problem, at least if there is it has 
not been brought forth as of yet. 
Sports, especially hockey in Canada 
are a major part of our heritage and 
culture, that is why I think we should 
find some solution and bring back our 
teams of old that seem like mere 
memories now and hold on to the 
ones we have so that they too don't 
fade into the States. Until we can 
compete with the US or keep them 
from owning all there is to own in 
sports, we'll just have to sit and pray 
that we don't lose any more teams.

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Matthew Good Band - 
Audio Of Being

It has been a few years since 
the last album by Matthew Good, 
but the space between albums is what 
can make or break a group. Many 
bands fade quickly, hoping to regain 
their top spot a few years later with a 
new album while others dominate the 
airwaves the entire time. The Mat- 
thew Good Band is one of those 
bands that never fades and is always 
on rotation on Canadian radio station. 

The Audio Of Being is the 
band's newest album, foUowingup 
the extremely successful Beautiful 
Midnight. The album is of course full 
of great alterna-rock tracks like 
Carmelina and Anti-Pop that will 
make any fan happy. Matthew Good 
just has a way with the rock genre 
that makes the music more powerful 
and interesting to the average listener. 
Only a few Canadian bands have the 
strength and presence in their songs 
as Matthew Good does, like Big 
Sugar, Headstones and the MIA 
Ghandarvas. It is a combination of 
vocals and music that draws a listener 
in and makes them pay attention to 
everything in the song. 

It wasn't until I got to the 
tracks Advertising on Police Cars and 
/, The Throw Away that I figured out 
the sound and influence that I started 
noticing throughout the album. The 
Audio Of Being has a definite Pink 
Floyd style to it's sound. It isn't dead 
on Brick in the Wall or Comfortably 
Numb, but for those who know the 
music of Pink Floyd they should no- 
tice the similarities in sound and song 
structure. 

The Audio of Being is much 
more mellow than the last album, but 
when the band does kick it up a notch 
they rock just as hard as they have in 
the past. Their style on this album is 
very reminiscent of that of bands 
firom the mid-70's as they can rock 
out, slow it down for a mellow bal- 
lad style track and even mix the two 
for some interesting tracks that hit 
hard but still have the relaxing sound 
and feel to them. 

One track that really stood out 
on the album to me was The Rat That 
Would be King, it is a slower rock 
track that really brings together all 
the sound and talent of Matthew 
Good. Fans of Floyd will hear the 
similarities between this and Numb 
almost immediately, this and other 
tracks prove that the Matthew Good 
Band can do much more than the 
usual, assembly line alterna-rock. 

There are so many reasons to 
buy this album and I don't have the 
room to list them.
